The  chief  €aufes ,  Symptoms ,  and  EffeBs  of  the  Scurvy. 

TH  I  S  Difeafe  doth  chiefly  proceed  from  Melancholy  bred  by  diftem- 
pers  of  the  Stomach  or  Spleen  y  which  being  crude,  hays  in  the  paf- 
^gesof  the  Arteries  and  Veins,  and  thereby  doth  excite  grievous 
*crmentation  or  Workings,  from  whence  are  fent  Vapors  which 
^miCt  the  heart  and  brain,  &c.  from  all  which  is  caufed  malignant  and 
contagious  putrefaction  of  Melancholy  y  and  thence  proceed  thefe  Svmp- 
toms,  viz.  Giddinefs  in  the  head,  fudden  flu  (kings,  heat  and  rednefs  in 
thQ  face  and  body,  putrefa&ion  and  (linking  of  the  mouth  and  gums, 
looth-ach,  (linking  breath,  blacknefs  and  loofenefs  of  the  teeth,  want 
of  chgeflion,  much  wind,  and  unfavory  belchings  :  and  by  thick  vapors 
ariling  from  the  Hypocondria  to  the  midriff,  are  occafioned  obflrudlions  of 
refpiration,  or  fhortnefsof  Breath,  and  flraitnefsof  the  Bread  &c .  Th^ 
boay  is  dull  and  heavy,  and  in  the  legs  are  fpots,  fometimes  re’d,  purple 
black,  or  blue:  There  are  alfo  violent  pains  in  the  head,  (boulders,  arms’ 
fingers,  belly  thighs,  knees,  legs,  ancles,  feet  and  toes  :  Whence  fome 
who  have  had  the  Pox,  (though  cured;  do  fear  the  return  of  their  old 
malady.  There  are  many  thoufands  have  this  Diftemper,  that  are  per- 
fwaded  they  have  the  Gout  j  becaufe  fometimes  it  hath  the  very  figns  of  the 
Gmt\  which  alfo  is  the  caufe  why  the  Scurvy  (which  by  miflake  is  judged 
me  Gout )  is  fo  feldom  cured.  For  thofe  Medicaments  pertinent  in  the 
Gout  are  not  the  very  fame  in  the  Scurvy,  and  cpnfequently  cannot  cure 
it..  Other  ngns  of  the  Scurvy  are  bad  fleep,  and  frightful  dreams,  afeverifti 
neat  and  fweats  towards  the  morning.  Some  have  rifings  on  their  body 
as  it  flung  with  Bees  or  Wafps,  e^c.  others  have  dolors  in  their  tides  imi- 
tatmg  thofe  of  the  Spleen.  And  in  fhort,  it  doth  appear  to  a  judicious 
eye,  with  and  in  the  fhape  of  mod  Difeafes  ;  as  hath  been  fufficiemlv  ap¬ 
parent,  not  onely  to  my  felf,  but  alfo  to  feveral  other  experienced  Phvllti- 
ans,  who  have  traced  this  Difeafe,  and  made  exact  infpc&ion  into  its 
variable  drefies,  for  many  years  together.  And  it  is  alfo  obferved  that  it 
is  propagated  and  fpread  abroad  in  thefe  parts  of  the  world,  more  than 
any  other  Diflemper  whatfoever  j  and  by  its  fundry  fhaneeharh  feduced 
rr?any  in  their  judgment  of  the  Difeafe.  For  in  fnme  it  paff'eth  for  a  Con 
Sumption,  in  others  for  a  Vropfie.  &c.  and  Medicines  are  given  accordingly  • 
baf  alas  to  little  purpofe,  and  all  for  want  of  a  true  knowledge  of  the  ’ 
original  of  the  Difeafe  it  felf.  And  here  obferve  a  great  truth,  viz  that 
there  are  very  few  afflicted  with  any  Diftemper  of  long  continuance  who 
have  nor  joyned  with  it a  Scorbutic^ taint >  which  unlefs  it  he  comldered 

a^d  fome  powerful  Antifiorbutick^  Medicaments  given,  the  Patient  is  verv 
rarely,  if  ever  cured.  '  *  f 

Nayy  tthe  conclufion  of  all  (if  .the  Scurvy  be  not  timely  remedied  and 

ihat,; 


that  it  grow  predominant)  is  fometimes  Swooning*  ^  Apoplexies^  Dropfies, 
great  decay  of  the  Body,  Confumptions ,  and  very  often  Death  it  felf. 

Note,  That  in  fome,  the  Scurvy  is  hereditary  >  and  that  there  are  fome 
few  caufes  thereof,  beficks  thofe  here  fet  down :  but  thefe  being  ufually  the 
chief,  the  other  are  omitted. 


The  Caufes.  Signs*  and  EjfeBs  of  the  VIRGIN  or  MAIDEN 
" Difeafe ,  called  the  GREEN-SICKNESS. 

THE  main  caufe  of  this  Difeafe  is  from  obftru&ions  or  ftoppage  *  and 
the  caufe  of  fuch  obftru&ions,  &c.  are  evil,  thick  and  clammy  humours 
which  choak  and  hop  the  palTage  in  the  Veffels,  and  fpoil  the  making  and 
paffage  of  the  Blood,  &c.  and  thefe  proceed  from  bad  Diet  *,  as  eating  of 
raw  Wheat,  Oatmeal,  much  Salt,  Aflies,  Clay,  Chalk,  &e .  drinking  of 
much  Vinegar,  or  much  cold  Water  >  from  too  much  or  too  little  Sleep,  eat¬ 
ing  much  raw  Fruit,  fitting  too  long  at  Sewing  work,  Melancholy,  violent 
Exercife,  great  Heats  or  Colds,  &c. 

The  figns  of  this  Difeafe,  are  a  pale  and  greenifh  colour  in  the  Face,  the 
Face  and  Eye-lids  fwelled  ,  efpecially  after  Sleep  *  th<^Heart  beats  and 
fainteth,  the  Stomach  fweird  or  pained  i  they  loath  Meat,  have  a  tickling 
Cough,  and  their  Breath  fhort  >  they  fometimes  Vomit  >  they  have  thirft, 
Head-ach,  and  are  often  Melancholy  *>  they  are  fweird  about  their  Ancles 
and  Feet,  and  care  not  much  to  dir,  efpecially  up  Stairs  or  an  Hill. 

The  continuance  of  this  Difeafe  brings  long  Fevers,  Barrennefs,  great 
watery  Swellings,  and  the  Dropfie  :  Some  have  a  Schirrus  or  Tumour, 
and  wafting  in  then?  Liver  >  others  by  oppreflion  of  the  Heart  die  fuddenly, 
and  many  fall  into  Comfumptions ,  which  end  in  the  Grave, 

Note^  That  great  caution  ought  to  be  ufed  in  Bleeding  any  Maid  in  the 
Arm,  before  (he  have  had  her  monthly  Vifits  i  but  if  an  urgent  occafion 
call  for  Blood-letting,  then  rather  breathe  a  Vein  in  the  Ancle.  By  fol¬ 
lowing  this  advice,  you  fhall  moft  certainly  prevent  the  Death  of  fome, 
and  many  Difeafes  in  others  >  but  more  efpecially  that  moft  dreadful  Difeafe 


of  Barrennefs. 

And  againft  this  very  Difeafe,  viz>  the  Green+fictyitfs  >  and  alfo  to  procure 
the  mouthly  Vifits  in  fuch  Women  in  whom  they  are  wanting,  there  are 
but  few  Medicines  comparable  to  thefe  PILLS,  as  has  been  often  proved, 
when  no  other  means  or  Medicines  could  prevail. 

I  fhall  here  give  fome  account  concerning  W  O  R  MS. 

OF  thefe  Creatures  are  feveral  forts  \  but  the  moft  ufual  are  fhaped 
■  round  and  long  :  thefe  are  bred  in  the  Guts,  yet  fometimes  get  in¬ 
to  the  Stomach.  The  fecond  are  fhort,  and  very  fmall,  like  threds  >  and 
commmonly  lie  in  the  right  Gut,  and  in  the  end  of  the  Fundament,  where¬ 
in  is  aimoft  continual  itching  >  which  Worms  alfo  provoke  the  Patient  very 

A  2,  often 
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©iten  to  fteol.  The  third  fort  are  long^nd  broad,  of  an  incredible  length 
but  very  rarely  feen.  .  * 

Worms  are  chiefly  caufed  from  raw,  grcfs,  flegmatick  matter  i  and  there¬ 
fore  Youth  and  fuch  as  eat  much  Fruit,  are  feldom  free  from  them :  Alfo  all 
great  Eaters  are  very  fubjed  to  them  i  especially  thefewhoeat  Meats  that 
calily  putride  in  the  Stomach,  and  more  at  once  than  Nature  can  well  digda 
whence  follow  Crudities,  and  thence  Worms  >  the  figns  of  which  are  ma¬ 
ny.  Some  have  unfavotybelchings  and  a  [linking  Breath,  wading  of  the 
Gums,  heavinefs,  fainting,  great  third,  vomiting,  cold Sweats,  and  often 
a  r  ever  i  a  fhort  Cough,  unquiet  Sleep,  intolerable  knawing  pains  in  the 
Stomach  andBvlIy,  lofs  of  Appetite,  weaknefs  and  confumption  of  the 
whole  Body.  Many  times  the  Patient  hath  an  infatiable  Appetite  caufed 
by  flat  Worms,  which  devour  the  Food  that  is  eaten.  There  are  a  few  dans 
*nore  of  Worms  >  but  thefe  being  the  mod  common,  1  (hall  fay  no  more  of 
the  red  at  prefent  >  only  thus  much  (hall  add,  that  if  Worms  be  voided  a 
hve, without  other  excrement, in  the  beginning  of  a  Difeafe/tis  dangerous" 
2nd  hgnifies  great  Crudities  j  and  if  voided  dead,  fignides  much  putre¬ 
faction  that  has  killed  them,  which  probably,  (hortly  after  kills  the  Patient 
*  ln&ort>  ’tis  the  opinion  of  our  Age,  grounded  upon  experimental  proofs* 
that  Worms  and  their  effetfs,  have  conduded  more  People  to  their  Graves’ 
than  any  one  Didemper  whatfoever.  And  therefore  you  that  fufoe#  them 
in  your  felves,  make  much  of  thefe  P  I  L  L  S,  as  a  choice  remedy  to  ore- ' 
vent  a  Worm-eaten  Carcafe  ;  and  take  them  ere  to  late  *  by  which  doing 
you  way  prolong  your  days  in  eafe  and  health,  and  be  obliged  to  thank  your

TH  E  Dropde  Afcites,  is  from  abundance  of  Water  heaped  up  between 
the  Peritoneum,  or  inner-coat  of  the  Belly,,  and  Bowels  j  which  in¬ 
fecting  the  Mouth  of  the  Stomach,  doth  bring  great  third,  and  often  a  Fe¬ 
ver.  Sometimes  it  begins  in  the  Feet,  and  fwells  upward  to  the  Legs 
Hughs  and  Cods :  but  at  the  fame  time  the  upper  parts  of  the  Body  ufuajly 
conftme.  Thecaufe  of  this  Dropfie  may  be  from  a  cold  Didemper  9!  the- 
Fiver,  which  cannot  make  perfed  Blood,  but  Flc-gm,  Wind,  and  Water. 
Sometimes  a  Dropfie  rnay  proceed  from  a  Fever,  hot  Meats,  and  too  plenti¬ 
ful  drinking  of  Wine  y  whence  the  Liv.r, Spleen,  and  Kidneys,  may  lofe  part 
ot  their  native  heat,  and  confequently  their  ability  to  attrack  the  Water 
and  ejed  it  by  the  Vrcters.  The  fame  may  be  caufed  from  the  natural  Flux 
in  Women  flowing  too  plentifully,  or  from  retention  of  rive  fame  ;  And 
drinking  much  cold  Water  may  dimini(h  and  difperfe  the  native  heat.and  by 
that  means  m^ke  way  for  a  Dropfie,  '  * 

The  Dropde  Tympanites ,  k  from  wind  (but  up  in  the  cavity  of  $he  Ab~ 
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do  mm  or  Belly,  and  fometimcs  in  the  Guts.  This  wind  is  bred  from  crude 
thick  flegmatick,  or  Melancholy  humors,  which  by  heat  having  motion, 
and  made  thin,  become  grofs  windy  Vapors.  This  Vropfie  is  never  of  wind 
alone,  but  always  mixt  with  Water.  But  the  greatcd  part  of  this  Di/lemp- 
per  proceeding  from  wind,  it  is  then  called  a  Tympany, 

The  Droplie  Anafarca  is,  without  ccntroverde,brcd  from  a  cold  Didem- 
perof  the  L<ver,  which  hinders  its  concc&ion  >  from  whence,  indead  of 
good  Blood,  it  difperfeth  flegmatick  humors,  and  caufeth  the  whole  Body 
to  fwell.  A  Vropfie  may  be  alfo  caufed  from  all  tumors  or  cbdrudfions  of 
the  Liver,  much  bleeding,  great  evacuation  by  Stool,  Swear,  &c. 

Note ,  All  Vropfies  are  dangercus,  and  hardly  cured.  Yet  the  Dropde 
Anafarca ,  which  is  occafioncd  by  degm  fpread  over  the  whole  B^dy,  is 
eafied  cured  of  the  three  ,  bu i  A. f cites  and  Tympamter ,  with  much  more  dif¬ 
ficulty-  Notwithdanding,  I  here  promife  that  my  Pills  do  very  rarely  fail 
to  give  help  in  the  mod  dangerous  Vropfie  >  provided  the  Difcafe  be  within 
the  Power  of  Phyfick  to  remedy,  .  ;  >.  :  i  /  ^ 

Notes  That  all  the  Symptoms  afore-mentioned ,  are  feldtom  in  every  one 
that  have  thefe  Difeafes  at  one  and  the  fame  time  (except  thofe  in  Vropfies ) 
but  mod  are  >  and  fome  have  more,  and  feme  fewer  of  them.

They  free  the  Body  from  lumpidi  Melancholy  humours,  and  revive  droop¬ 
ing  Spirits  even  to  a  wonder,  cure  the  Jaundies,  and  are  a  good  Medicine, 
againd  heat  and  (harp, nefs  of  Urine*.

\ I  (hall  add,  That  thefe  Pills  taken  fometimes  to  prevent  Difeafes  or 
more  clofely  followed  to  cure,  as  need  (hall  require,  are  a  choice  remedy  for 
all  Families,  efpecially  thofe  who  inhabit  near  the  Seas,  fuch  (much  more 
than  others)  being  liable  to  Obftrudions ,  Agues,  the  Scurvy,  and  many 
other  Diftempers.  ^ 

They  are  alfo  a  precious  Medicine  for  Mariners,  and  fuch  as  ufe  the  Seas 
to  whom  the  Scurvy,  and  many  other  Difeafes,  are  very  incident  >  partly 
from  bad  Airs,  Sea  Fogs,  fudden  Heats  and  Colds,  much  Salt  Diet  j  and 
fometimes  from  exceffive  drinking  of  Foreign  and  unfrequented  Liquors 
&c.  and  they  are  the  more  commodious  for  fuch  to  take  to  Sea  with 
them,  becaufe  in  the  time  of  taking  them,  none  is  confined  to  keep  in 
but  every  one  may  walk  abroad  at  pleafure  (except  the  weather  be  ex- 
treamftiarp,  or  the  body  very  tender)  for  indeed  they  are  fo  gentle  that 
they  are  fafely  taken  by  all  Perfons,  from  three  Years  Old,  to  the  greateft 
Age,  and  at  all  times  of  the  Year,  even  in  the  coldeft  or  hof  re/1  S  ufons ; 
being  fo  congruous  to  all  Conftitutions,  as  gently  to  wait  Nan.-?  c  in  her  di¬ 
dates  i  as  is  daily  manifefted  by  their  fundry  and  facile  Operations  :  for  in 
fome  they  gently  move  fweat,  in  others  much  Urine,  and  in  others  they 
operate  effedually  by  Stool ;  and  in  fome  again  ,  they  work  by  fweat 
Urine,  and  Stool.

sErfons  of  a  middle  ftrength  are  to  begin  with  taking  three  or  four 


P Pills  at  Bed-time,  about  Three  hours  aftera  very  lightSupper  (but  no 
Supper  is  better.)  If  three  or  four  work  not  fufficiently,add  one  every  night, 
until  you  take  the  Dofethat  belt  agrees  with  your  Body,  take  them  two  or 
three  nights  one  after  another  (or  as  ftrength  will  allow)  then  forbear 
them  a  night,  (or  two  nights  if  the  Patient  be  not  ftrong)  then  take  them 
again  as  before,  &c.

Juniper-berries  bruijed  twelve  ounces,  Annifeeds 
bruifed  fix  ounces,  Horfe-Raddifh  Roots  three  ounces,  Liquorifh  four  ounces, 
flice  the  Boots,  put  them  into  a  thin  Linncn  or  Hair  bag,  and  put  them  into  five 
gallons  of  ftrong  Ale when  it  hath  aimofi  done  working,  then  within  a  day 
or  two  after  ,  the  Patient  (hould  begin  to  drink  thereof  three  draughts  in  a  day  ; 
but  if  he  drin\no  other  Liquor,  it  will  be  the  better  ,  and  let  him  fometimes 
eat  a  little  candied  or  Green-ginger  ,  and  ftill  remember ,  befides  the  drinks 
to  take  my  Pills  as  before  appointed.

And  note,  this  Drink,  with  my  Pills,  isalfoof  excellent  ufe  for  fuch  as  find 
themfelves  very  far  gone  with  the  Scurvy. 

VII.  Such  as  care  not  to  fwallow  Pills  alone,  may  take  them  in  a  little 
of  the  pap  of  an  Apple,  ftew’d  Prunes,  five  or  fix  fpoonfuls  ofBeer,  Ale,  or 
Wine  ;  or  they  may  be  bruifed  or  cut  (mail  (which  indeed  is  the  beft  way 
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oi  they  be  very  hard  by  long  keeping  and  taken  with  Honey,  Sugar,  the  pap 
of  an  Apple,  Beer,  Ale,  or  Wine,  &c. 

VI  If.  Againh  the  P ox,  Gonorrhea,  or  Running  of  the  Reins ,  let  the  Pills 
be  taken  in  the  largeft  Dofe,  yet  not  fo,  as  much  to  weaken  the  Patient. 

IX.  Note,  My  Pills  fometimes  give  an  eafie  Vomit  or  two  •,  that  is 
when  the  Dofe  is  large,  the  Stomach  foul,  or  Nature  much-inclined  that 
way  >  which  proves  very  well  for  the  Patient ;  For  they  carry  forth  fuch 
Cholerick,  Flegmatick,  and  other  noxious  Excrements,  as  Nature'  could 
not  well  avacuate  any  other  way,  and  by  that  means  often  compleat  the 
Cure.  And  if  in  their  working  the  Patient  chance  to  be  much  llomach- 
fick  (which  feldom  happens)  then  let  him  drink  aglafs  of  Sack  or  White- 
wines  or  if  Wine  be  too  coftly,  a  draught  of  ftrong  Ale  warm’d,  either 
of  which  ufually  gives  fpeedy  eafe.
